ThoughtfulneUs is good policy while 


stripping and boxing a crop of tobac- 
co. Very often an excellent crop is 
.handled in such a manner as to bring 
but a fair price on the market. A 
'ferop that runs uniform In color, in 
"size and length 
o£ hands, and is 


packed well, will command a good 
'prfce, even though the quality is not 
of the very.best. By exercising just 
a little care in sorting and stripping 
this uniformity can be obtained with 
very little cost. 


Taking Down Tobacco. 


,Where the grower depends on rainy, 
damp weather for curing hie tobncco, 
he is obliged to pile it in some man- 
uer so as to hold 
it 
in case until 


etripped. 
If the tobacco is high in 


icase at the time of taking down, U 
had better be bulked on the lath, as 
it will not be so apt to heat by this 
method. A good grade of corn fodder, 
tied in bundles, will be a good, clean 
covering for the tobacco.
